GOOD QUALITIES OF MANURE 


Alt Growing Plants Require Certain 
Food Elements Which Must Be Se­ 
cured From the 80II. 


Some farmers used to have the no­ 
tion that the only reason they had for 
hauling manure onto the fields was 
to get it out of their way. This cia sr 
of men wmuld have thrown the fer 
tilizer into a hole had one been handy 
Of late it is difficult to find a farmer 
wrho does not believe in the fertilizing 
qualities of manure. 
Manure is the 
cheapest and most efficient fertilizer 
which the farmer can use upon his 
land. 
Growing plants require certain food 
elements w hich m ust he secured from 
the soil. 
All plants .require the same 
ingredients; but the amounts vary in 
different plants. The farmer who puts 
his land in good shape during the fall 
and winter by fertilizing it with ma­ 
nure will raise the big grain crops the 
following summer. 
Live Btock manure contains about 
80 per cent of the plant food elements 
contained in the food eaten by the 
stock. This food was taken from the 
soil; so it is only reasonable that lf it 
is not returned in some form the soil 
will become depleted. 
Barnyard ma­ 
nure is mixed with bedding, which 
contains the plant food elements taken 
from the ground that produced its 
growth. Naturally this combination is 
not as strong “In fertilizing elements 
as pure manure; but It has immense 
value as a fertilizer. The bedding ab 
sorbs the liquids, which would other­ 
wise Ije a loss. The organic portion oi 
a load of manure is just as valuable 
for fertilizing purposes as the nitro 
gen. potash, acid, etc., contained in 
the manure. 
Before the organic por­ 
tion is of value as a fertilizer it must 
pass through a process of rotting. 
This process turns it into humus—one 
of the elements in which many sol's 
are most lacking.

noticeable feature of 
I i h^ hospital was the exquisite clean­ 
liness. The farm buildings 
used as 
wards were whitewashed 
and disin­ 
fected. I noticed the same neatness 
in the pharmacies

looked spick and sptan in their white 
uniforms. 
“On entering the first ward some­ 
thing caught my throat. 
The sight 
of this line of patient veterans stand­ 
ing still and silent in the dim light 
had something accusing in it. I felt

passed, and I am not ashamed to say 
ti at I raised my hat”* 
He reports that a majority of the 
cases are deep

Parent Says if His Legs Pe rrriitted He 
Would Lose No Time in Going 
to the Front and Fighting 
Country’s Battles. 


Berlin, Feb. 20.—The 
manner 
in 
which a German father, named Jasch- 
ko, upbraided his son for serving as 
chauffeur 
at 
military 
headquarters 
instead of marching to the front with 
his regiment makes interesting read­ 
ing in a letter which is published by 
the Wolff bureau. 
It is written from 
the town of Klein 3t relit/: 
“ My Dear 3on: 
We have received 
your last letter and are glad ihat you 
are well. 
Why do you not write us ; 
something from the battlefield? 
Why 
don’t you get into the 
firing 
line 
with your regiment? 
Would it not 
have been better if you hail an op­ 
portunity of distinguishing yourself, 
by a heroic deed, which you apparent- J 
Iv lack in your present position? 
j 
“As soon as your brother August , 
had offered ais services for patrol 
duty he was killed by an enemy bul­ 
let. 
Sorry though* I am for him, I 
am proud that he gave his life for his 
country as a brave soldier while per­ 
forming a courageous deed. 
“Your brother Franz also lies in 
the hospital and will probably not be 
able to resume fighting. 
I still love 
to think of the time yon served in the 
army when I was proud of the fact 
that all three of you were promoted 
to the rank of acting corporal. Still 
prouder, however, would I have been 
if all three of you had distinguished 
yourselves before the enemy by a 
heroic deed. 
I would, if my legs per­ 
mitted, go to the front. 
“All the battles of 1870-71 are pass­ 
ing through my memory. 
Dear son, 
you must perform your full duty to 
emperor and country if it should cost 
your life. 
I ani proud, however, to 
be able to say I have raised three 
sons: all three I have given to the 
emperor for the defense of the father­ 
land, and all three have done their 
duty as brave soldiers. 
My son, let 
tis know whether you will remain with 
your command or return to your regi­ 
ment and write us regarding all you 
do. 
Of the soldiers from Klein Stre- 
litz already six have been killed in 
battle and eight wounded. Anna spent 
Christmas with us. 
Mother cannot 
take comfort, she cannot forget that 
August had to die so young. 
God be 
with you. Many greetings from home. 
—Father and Mother.” 
An additional note published with 
the letter says the son was so moved 
by it that he forthwith reported for 
service at the front, his request for 
place in the firing line having been 
met.
